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On PRIDE.

T is a well-know, and a well-founded fentiment, that, “ Pride was 
not made for man:” And the awkwardnels of the hands, into 
which this unpleafant quality generally falls, confirms the fact. A 
cook-maid has been known to die of a€tual pride; and the haughtielt 
perfon the Editor ever met with, was the miftrefs of a litte innkeeper 
at a country town. Her paramour did not honor her enough to per- , 
mit her to affume his name, yet, poffeffed of as fheer pride as ever ac- 
tuated the bofom of a Semiramis, fhe drove from the houfe many fam- 
ilies, by treating their fervants with an infupportable degree ot info- 
lence. 
Sometimes, indeed, men of real birthend difttn€tion, will meanly 
condefcend to fully their fingers with this dirty material, but it is a 
garment which fits well on zo one’s fhoulders, fince it is not poffible to 
wear it with confiftence. A fit of the tooth-ach, or the fling of a 
wafp, afford tolerable hints to the proud, but a Britifh eleétion 1s the 
completeft of all the admonitions that can be given to him, who thinks 
himfelf above the level of his tellow creatures, except indeed, the laft 
great Ieflon, death, and its immediate and humiliating confequence. 

_ As grotefque an incident as any of thofe which pride has ever given 
rife to, is reported of a Peer, who in his day had acquired the appel- 
lation of the proud Duke of Sumerfet. A lady whom he had taken 
in fecond nuptials, with a degree of good-humored eafe, which moft 
hufbands would have cherifhed, feated herfelf, rather fuddenly, on his 
knee, threw her arm round his neck, and faluted him. “ Madam,” 
faid the unmanly formalift, “ My firft wife was a Perey, and /he would 
not have taken fuch a liberty!” 

It.is faid too, of the fame nobleman, that he never permitted any 
fervant to turn his back, after he had delivered his meffage, but order- 
ed that he fhould go out of the room backwards, with his face ftill to- 
wards his mafter.

ie their retreat towards Tlafcala, the Spaniards had {till to refift the 
harafling attacks of the Mexicans. Nor did famine contribute 
lefs to render their fituation deplorable. But one circum{tance re- 
mained to animate the Spaniards, ‘Their commander fuftained this 
fad reverfe with unfhaken magnanimity. Foremoft in every danger, 
and enduring every hardfhip with cheerfulnefs, his prefence of mind, 
his forefight, and his vigilance, never forfook him. 

On the fixth day, when they reached the fummit of an eminence be- 
fore them, a {pacious valley opened to their view, covered with a vat 


army, extending as far as the eye could reach, and which the Mexicans ° 


had affembled by aroute different from that which the Spaniards had 
taken, Cortes inftantly led his troops to the charge; and fuch was 
the fuperiority of their difcipline and arms, that the impreffion of this 
{mall body was irrefiftible. But, while the Mexicans gave way in 
one quarter, new combatants advanced from another, and the Span- 
iards, though fuccefstul in every attack, faw no end of their toil, nor 
any hope of victory. Yet the happy genius of Cortes at length pre- 
vailed. Recolleéting to have heard, that on the fate of the great 
ftandard of the empire every battle depended, he affembled a few of 
his braveit ofhcers, and, rufhing to the attack, by one gallant effort, 
flew the Mexican General, and feized the Imperial flandard. The 
moment their leader fell, and the ftandard difappeared, the Mexicans 
were ftruck with an univerfal panic, and fled with precipitation to the 
mountains, Next day, to their great joy, the Spamiards entered the 
territories of the Tlafcalans, who received them with tendernefs and 
cordiality. 

Cortes now found it neceffary to give his troops fome interval of 
repofe, during which he learned that two other parties of Spaniards 
had been cut off by the Mexicans. While thefe diafters were confid- 
ered by many ot his followers as fatal to the progrefs of his arms, they 
were tar from deprefling his ardent mind with the fame defponding 
idea. As eminent for prefeverance as for enterprize; perceiving his 
force fill equal to what it was when he firft invaded the country; and 
velying on the fidelity of his allies; he continued inflexibly attached 
to his original purpole of fubjecting the Mexican empire to the crown 
vl Caltike:. 

‘The meafures requifite to infure fuccefs were fpeedily adopted. Be- 
fide, fecuring the triend{hip of the Tlafcalans by his liberality, he dif- 
patched four {hips of Narvaez’s fleet to Hifpaniola and Jamaica, to 
engage adventurers, and to purchafe horfes, gunpowder, and military 
ftores, He gave orders, moreover, to prepare materials for building 
¢welve brigantines, fo as they might be carried to the capital in pieces 
ready to le put together, and lauuached when he f{hould {land in need of 
their fervice. 

Inthe mean time, Cortes had occafion for all his wifdom, in order 
19 quedl the mutinous {pirit.of that part of his army which was com, 
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ofed of the followers of Narvez, who, trembling at the thought of be. 
ing involved again in calamities fimilar to thofe trom which they had 
fo recently efcaped, aflembled in a body, and formally required him 
to lead them back diretily to Cuba. By various arts he perfuaded 
them to defer their departure, on a promife, that at a more proper 
juntture he would difmifs fuch as fhould defire it. During feveral 
months, while he waited for re-intorcments, he kept his troops con- 
ftantly employed in various expeditions againft the adjacent provinces. 
Thefe being all conduéted with uniform fuccefs, his men refumed 
their wonted fenfe of fuperiority, and weré gradually reconciled to the 
fervice. | 

But Cortes, exclufive of his own fagacity, was indebted to a feries 
of fortune and unforefeen events. While the aid, for which he had 
fent to the iflands, was both diftant and uncertain, he received a re-in- 
forcement in what the Governour of Cuba had intended to have con- 
tributed to his deftru¢tion. Judging that the fuccels of Narvaez was 
infallible, Velafquez had fent two thips after him with a fupply of men 
and military ftores. The officer, whom Cortes had appointed to com- 
mand on the coaft, artfully decoyed them into the harbour of Vera 
Cruz, feized the vellels, and eafily perfuaded the foldiers to tollow the 
ftandard of a more able leader than him whom they were deftined to 
join. Soon after, three more fhips came into the harbour feparately. 
Thefe belonged to an armament fitted out by Francifco de Guray, 
Governour of Jamaica, who had long aimed at intruding into fome 
diftriét of New-Spain, and of dividing with Cortes the glory and gain 
of annexing that empire to the Caftilian Crown, But thefe adventur- 
ers, after a cruel fucceflion of difaflers, were compelled by famine to 
venture into the harbour of Vera Cruz, where they were foon feduced 
from their fidelity to Guray, and perfuaded to tilift under Cortes. 
Their example was followed by the crew of a fhip, which had been 
freighted in Old-Spain with military ftores, by fome private mer- 
chants, in hopes of a profitable market; in which, indeed, they were 
not difappointed, their cargo being eargerly purchafed by Cortes, to 
whom it was invaluable. 

He was now enabled to difmifs fuch of Narvaez’s foldiers as ftil! re 
mained with reluctance. Yet, after their departure, he muftered 550 
infantry, of which eighiy were armed with mufkets or crols-bows, tor- 
ty horfemen, and nine field-pieces. At the head of thefe, accompatii- 
ed by 10,c00 Tlafcalans, Cortes began his march to Mexico, on the 
28th of December. | 

In the mean time, Quetlavaca, the brother of Montezuma, bemg 
elected Emperor, had made the mott vigorous preparations for defence, 
with a degree of torefight and ability uncommon in an American. 
But the {mall-pox, which at that time raged in New-Spain with fatal 
malignity, and which was unknown there till introduced by the Eu- 
ropeans, put a period to his life, and to the high expectations whicl: 
his fubjects had conceived of him. In his ftead the Mexicans railed 
to the ‘Lhrone Guatimozin, nephew and fon-in-law of Moniezuma, a 
young man of the moft diftinguifhed reputation. . 

Cortes having proceeded as far as Tezeuco, the fecond city of the 
empye, fituated on the banks of the lake, about twenty miles tron 
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Mexico, determined to halt here, in order to commence the conftruc- 
tion of his brigantines. | 

Three months elapfed before the materials for conflruéting the brig- 
antines could be completed ; for the unfkiltul foldiers and Indians, 
affifted by only three or four carpenters, could make but a very flow 
progrefs. Cortes, however, could not be inaétive. ‘This tedious in- 
terval he employed in the conquett of feveral towns on the lake, either 
by dint of arms, or the arts of negociation, by which laft method he 
continually acquired new allies. 

But all his {chemes were well-nigh defeated by a confpiracy, form- 
ed by Antonio Villefagna, a private foldier, and forme other malecon- 
tents, in order to aflaflimate Cortes and his principal Officers. This 
being difcovered by one of the confpirators, who was touched by re- 
morie, Cortes, attended by fome of his moft trufty offcers, inftantly 
repaired to the quarters of Villefagna, and, while his attendants feiz- 
ed him, he fnatched trom his bofom a paper containing the affociation 
figned by the confpirators. This he privately read, and found in it 
names that filled him with furprize and forrow. But he wifely con- 
fined his judicial enquiries to Villefagna alone, who, after a fhort trial, 
was condemned and hanged. Cortes pretended that the traitor had 
{wallowed a paper which contained the nanes of the con{pirators, and 
that the fevereit tortures had not been able to extort a confeflion of 
them. By this artful conduét, equally diétated by policy and clemen- 
cy, lhe removed the apprehenfions of the difaffeéted, and, while he had 
an Opportunity, of narrowly watching their conduct, he ever atter 
found in them a zeal for his interefts, excited by a defire of removing 
every degree of {ufpicion from him. 

The materials for building the brigantines being at length com. 
pleted, 200 Spanifh infantry, filteen horfemen, and 15,000 Tiafcalans, 
werg appointed to efcort themto Tezeuco, All the variety of articles, 
neceflary for the conftruéting of thirteen brigantines, were to be car- 
ried fixty miles over land, through a mountainous country, by a peo- 
ple unacquainted with the ufe of domeftic animals. This was accom- 
plifhed by 8coo, Tamenes,* who were furnifhed by the Tlaicalans, 
and who’ conveyed every article on their fhoulders. 

This event being followed by the arrival of four fhips from Hifpani- 
ola, with 200 foldiers, eighty horfes, two battering-cannon, and a con- 
fiderable fupply of ammunition and arms, Cortes was too much elated 
not to haften the launching of his brigantines. ‘This was performed on 
the 28th of April, 1521, with a military pomp, rendered more folemn 
itill by the celebration of the moft facred rights of religion. As the 
brigantines fell down the canal, which had been previoufly formed for 
their reception, Father Olinedo bleffed, and gave each a name. Ev- 
ery eye followed them with wonder and hope, till they entered the lake, 
whenthey ho:fted their fails,and bore away before the wind. A general 
jhout of joy was raifed ; all admiring that bold inventive genius, which 
by means fo extraordinary that their fuccefs alinoft fucceeded beliet, 
had acquired the command of a fleet, without which Mexico would 
have continued to fer the Spanifh power at defiance.

NATIONAL LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 
APRIL 18. 

On Frifgy his Majefty came to the Affembly, the Members of 
which rofe gad were uncovered as he entered, and tock their feats 
when he had eeached his place. ‘The King then {pake as follows : 

THE KING’s SPEECH. 
“ GENTL& MEN, 

“ T haye come among you for an obje&t of the higheft importance 
inthe prefent circ. imftances. My Minifter of Foreign A ffairs will 
read te you the repc rt which he made to me in Council on our fituation 
with regard to Gerrnany.” . 
~ Yhe Minifler of 1 oreign Affairs then went wp, and ftanding by the 
“King’s fide, read the report, which the King had notified to the Al- 
fembly. 

Minure ofthe Cainer Councit of FRANCE, addreffed to 
, the Kine. 

“SIRE, 

« When you took an oath of fidelity to the Conflitution, you be+ 
came the obieét of the hatred of the enemies of liberty. No natural 
y< could dlop them, no motive of alliance, of neighbourhood, of pro- 
pricty, could prevent tha: enmity. Your ancient alles erafed your 
name out of the lift of Defpots, and from that moment they forgot 
your Majeily’s @delity. ‘Lhe emigrants, rebels to the laws of their 
country, are gone beyond the frontiers to prepare a guilty aggreilion 
againfl France. They wifh to carry into its bofom fire and {word. 
‘heir rage would have been :mpotent if the Foreign Princes had not 
feconded and enecuraged their criminal manceuvres. The Houle 
of Aufirta has dome every thing to encourage their audacity. The 
Eioufe of Auitria, who fince the treaty of 1756 has tound us good and 
taihtul allics, “his treaty, Sire, fubjected us to the ambitious views 
cfiuis Meufe.

usher allies, We have been prodigal of our blood in the cruel trag- 
edies of defpotilm. The initant that the Houfe of Auftria faw the 
could no longer govern us for her purpofes, {he became our enemy. 

“6 J¢ was Auftria that had ftirred up againi{t France the reitlefs North- 
ern Potentate, whofe tyrannical phrenzy had at laft made him fall un- 
der the {word of an affaffin. It was Auftria, who in office, of which 
Europe {hall judge, advifed one party of Frenchmen to take up aris 
againil the other. The note of the court of Vienna, of the 18th Feb. 
was in truth a declaration of war. M. Kaunitz there avows the 
league of the powers againit France. ‘Lhe death of Leopold, ought 
to have made fome change in this ambitious fyftem, but we have feen 
the contrary. 

“The note of the 18th of March is w/ézmatum of the Court of Vi- 
enna, ‘This note is more provoking ftill than the former. ‘Vhe King 
of Hungary wifhes we might fubmit our Confiitution to his revifion ; 
and he does not diffemble the project of arming Frenchmen againit 
Frenchmen. 

** Sire,”’ continues the Minifter, “ in charging me with the admini- 
firation of Foreign Affairs you have impofed on nie the telling vou 
the truth: I proceed to tell you the truth: It refults from this 
explofure, that the treaty of 1756 1s broken, in fatt, by the Houfe- 
of Auftria; that the maintenance et a League of the Powers is 
an a€t of hoilility againft France, and that you ought to this 
inftant to order M, Noailles, your Embaffadour, to quit the Court ot 
Vienna without taking leave. Sire, the Aufirian troops are on the 
march ; the camps are marked out; fortrefles are building: The ma- 
tion, by its oath, on the 14th July, has declared that any man who 
fhall accede to an unconftiutiona! negociation is a traitor. The delay 
granted to Auftria is expired; your honour is attacked; the nation is 
infulted ; therefore there remains for you rm other part to take but to 
make to the National Affembly the tormal propofition of a war again:t 
the King of Bohemia and Hungary.” 

The Minifter having read this minute, the King refumed his {peech : 

CONCLUSION OF THE KING’s SPEECH. 

** You have heard, Meflieurs, the deliberation and the decifion of 
my Council. Jf adopt their determination. It is conformable to 
with, many times exprefied, of the National Aifembly, and to 
which has been addreiled to me to be the will of all the French peo- 
ple. Frenchmen prefer war to a ruinous anxiety, and to a humiliating 
dtate, which compromifes our Conjlitution, and our dignity. I have 
done every thing to avert war; but 1 judge it indifpentfible. 1 come 
therefore, in the terms of the Coltitution, to propofe a you Jormalty to 
declare War againft the King of Bohemia and Hungary.” . 

A burft of applaule broke from the galleries. ‘The Affeimbly matv- 
tained a dignified filence.. The Prefident anfwered : 

SIRE, oie 

* The Aifembly will proceed to deliberate on the great propofition 
which your Mujeity has made to them. ‘They will addrels to you by a 
meffage, the refult of their deliberation.” 

‘Lhe King then retired with his Minifters, and conduéied by the 
fame deputation of Menibers. The hall rung with acc lamation if the 
people, ‘Lhe Affombly was adjourned to five in the evening 
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LONDON, April 10, 
Dr. PRIESTLY’s CAUSE, 

On Thurfday morning the Court at Warwick was crowded at an 
early period to hear the trial of Dr. Prieftly’s caufe.

Extract of a letter from Bofton, dated May 26. 

“On the 23d inft. died a very worthy woman of this place, Mrs.

Two 
days before her death, Mr. Thayer arrived from a part of the country, 
fix liundred miles diftant, and at the woman’s requeft, adminiltered to 
her the facrament, according to the Roman ritual ; but notwith{tand- 
ing thefe unequivocal proofs of her belonging to the Catholic church, 
the poor woman had f{carcly breathed her laft, before in ileps a protett- 
ant parfon, and, right or wrong, infified upon buryrng her, although 
the woman had refuled feeing him in her left fickneis. Mr. ‘TY. has 
made his appeal to the candid public, whether fuch conduct is not a 
violation of the will of the dead; and whether it ought to be tolerated 
in a country that profeffes fo much relpect to the rights of confcience 
as the flate of Matlachufetts, However, that he may not appear want- 
ing in his duty, he this day celebrates a mals for the repole of her foul, 
at which all perfons indifcriminately ave invited to attend.” 

NEW-YORK, June 13. 

The Governour of the ifland of Cuba has iffued a proclamation, da- 
ted April 20, ordering all foreign merchants then refident in that ifland 
to depart fron thence in forty days. This order is fuppofed to have 
originated, with many others of a like caft, from the narrow and partial 
policy of the (now exiled) Count Florida Blanca.

‘While they are atting Coeur de Lion at Bruifels, lam happy to 
tell you, that the air, Caira, is allthe rage in London, ‘Vhere has been 
a dreadful uproar at Drury Lane, where the people called to the mufi- 
cians to play Caira, and would not let them go on with God fave the 
King. ‘The difpute lafled a great while, pit and galleries for Caira, 
boxes for God fave great George. The tormer were however, 
obliged to put up at laft with an excufe trom the ocheftra, who 
pleaded that they had not the mufic of Caira, that it was in the 
polleffion of the company of Sadler’s Weils. I have no doubt, but 
this famous tune will go round the world, and if it does not build ci- 
ties like Amphiou’s lyre, it will pull down many a Batftile, and many 
of the palaces of tyrants.
